Che Foo, May 23.—From Chinese 
sources comes news of more html 
.lighting north of Port Arthur. 


These reports.say tliat- tllc Japan- 
ese, heavily re-enforced, arc attempt- 
Ing to drive in the Russian outposts, 
and that;:several desperate charges 
on Russian positions have'been suc- 
cessful between Liu Shu Tun and 
Kin Chow, both sides losing heavily. 


The Japanese artillery fire Is said 


to be much more accurate and effect- 
ive than' that of the Russians. The 
Japanese Infantry, under cover of the 
guns, charge with desperate valor 
and are rarely repulsed. 


It Is said that the Japanese force 


now In front of Port Arthur Is not 
less than 40.000 men, plentifully sup- 
plied with both fit-Id and siege guns. 
They now. hold positions strongly en- 
trenched within fifteen miles of the 
port • Itself, and are drawing closer 
constantly. It Is believed that they 
will be ready for the final assault 
•within a weeTc or ten days.

If the Russians 
maintain the attitude their field works 
Indicate, It will not fall without heavy 
sacrifices.' Considerable supplies of 
food still reach Pigeon bay by junks 
from China. The garrison Is short of 
coal. 
There Is no shortage of am- 


munition.

and railway torpedo plant of tint Luke

overtime on rush'.orders, killed at 
least semi employes-Sunday, Injured 
live otlii'CK beyond IIOJK* of recovery 
and 'fifteen Holders badly. Two other 
persons are missing and are believed 
to have, boon blown to ntomii. The 
entire plant, which covered ten acres 
of ground, was utterly destroyed. Not 
a single wall remains standing. 


So violent were the explosions that 


the whole city was shaken, many 
windows wen; broken ami bricks and 
timbers from the demolished factory 
were scattered for half a mile from 
tho scene. 


The explosions took place In tho 


two drying-rooms. In the magazines 
that blew up wore great quantities of 
potash and this was hurled Into the 
bodies of tho men and. women who 
wero injured, as a result of which 
tho doctors fear blood-poisoning may 
cause the death of ten of those hurt 
less seriously.

It Is surmised that one of the Sher- 
wood brothers, tho only persons In tho 
drying-rooms, dropped a large box of 
torpedoes, thereby causing the ex- 
plosion, but this theory cannot bo 
confirmed. 


Die on Way to Work. 


The explosions occurred shortly be- 


fore the employes assembled for duty. 
At leant twenty persons were on their 
way to the factory. Human forms were 
strewn considerable distances apart 
on the factory site. The remains of 
the Sherwood brothers were found In 
drying-rpp.m Jj'o. 1, mp.n^Led and al- 


Their clothing 
had been' blown from their bodies, ex- 
cept a Blocking on the .right foot of 
Jay Sherwood.

to do with the value of the drop kick 
and the possibility of the mass play 
The vnew rules will make the game 
vastly more Interesting to the spec- 
tator 'and at tho same time lessen 
the danger to the player.
